U.S. prepared to 
intercept N. Korean 
missile if needed

WASHINGTON The U.S. is capable of intercept- 
ing a North Korean missile, should it launch 
one in the coming days, but may choose not 
to if the projected trajectory shows it is not 
a threat, a top US. military commander told 
Congress on Tuesday. 

Admiral Samuel Locklear, the command- 
er of US. forces in the Pacific region, said 
the US. military believed North Korea had 
moved to its east coast an unspecified number 


of Musudan missiles, with a range of roughly 
3,000-3,500 miles. 

An Obama administration official, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, told Reuters 
“our working assumption is that there are 
two missiles that they may be prepared to 
launch” —which was in line with South Ko- 
rean media reports. 

Locklear said the Musudan’s range was far 
enough to put Guam, a US. territory, at risk 
but not Hawaii or the U.S. mainland. 

“If the missile was in defense of the home- 
land, I would certainly recommend that ac- 
tion {of intercepting it]. And if it was defense 
of our allies, I would recommend that action,” 
Locklear told a Senate hearing. 


Asked whether he would recommend 
shooting down any missile fired from North 
Korea, regardless of its trajectory, Locklear 
said: “I would not recommend that.” 

The comments by Locklear came amid 
intense speculation that Pyongyang may be 
preparing for a missile test—something the 
White House says would not be a surprise— 
or another provocation that could trigger a 
military response from Seoul. 

The Pentagon has in recent weeks an- 
nounced changes to its posture to respond 
to the North Korean threat, including the 
positioning of two Aegis-class guided-missile 
destroyers in the western Pacific and deploy- 
ment of a missile defense system to Guam.

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FIRST LADY RETURNS TO CHICAGO TO SUPPORT CAMPAIGN FOR AT-RISK YOUTH

It’s yet another homecoming for Michelle Obama. 

The first lady will return to Chicago on Wednes- 
day, this time to tackle the subject of youth vio- 
lence. In a luncheon hosted by Mayor Emanuel and 
members of the city’s business community, Obama 
will support a campaign to raise $50 million for pro- 
grams that aid at-risk youth. 

When the murder of 15-year-old Hadiya Pendleton 
thrust Chicago into the national spotlight, Obama 
attended the victim’s funeral in Chicago, and days 
later invited Pendleton’s parents to the State of the 


Union address. 

The first lady’s return to address youth violence 
comes as the city has seen 36 homicides since Pend- 
leton’s death Jan. 29, and 79 for the year through 
April 8. 

“Working Together to Address Youth Violence in 
Chicago,” the title of the luncheon, was spearhead- 
ed by Allstate CEO Tom Wilson and Loop Capital 
CEO Jim Reynolds. The event also is expected to 
include an action committee of “several leading ex- 


ecutives and philanthropists, as well as an advisory 


committee of community leaders, researchers and 


criminal justice practitioners who will ensure that 
input is received from residents in neighborhoods 
across the city,” according to a news release from 
the city. 

The initiative was announced Feb. 20 by Emanu- 
el, with Allstate pledging $5 million over five years 
toward the goal. 

The intent of the project is to encourage private 
donations to fund programs and community ef- 
forts that aim to stem youth violence. 

“We are honored to have the first lady’s support in 
this effort,” Emanuel said in the release.

Garza, 17, of the 2900 block of North 75th 
Court in Elmwood Park, held without bond 
on a first-degree murder charge, while the al- 
leged getaway driver, Damien Garza, 19, of 
the 4500 block of South Wood Street in Chi- 
cago, was given a $1 million bond.

Meteor fragments 
on display at Field

It is scientifically inaccurate to call a meteor- 
ite a “superstar.” 

But, at least in the celebrity-culture sense of 
the word, that is a fair description for the doz- 
ens of space rock fragments laid out in an up- 
stairs room at the Field Museum on Tuesday. 

The natural history museum’s newest acqui- 
sition is almost 2.5 pounds of what is now known 
as the Chelyabinsk meteorite, the 11,000-ton 
whopper that entered Russian airspace near 
that south-central city with a sonic boom and a 
blaze of light the morning of Feb. 15. 

Widely recorded by Russian dashboard- 
mounted video cameras and responsible for 
shattering thousands of windows and injuring 
an estimated 1,500, the meteorite was front- 
page news worldwide as the largest such visi- 
tor since 1908. 

“It’s one of the most important meteorit-

ic-entry events in modern civilization,” said 
Philipp Heck, curator of the museum’s collec- 
tion of more than 2,000 distinct meteorites 
—and 7,500 specimens in all, the largest non- 
governmental holding in the world. 

Almost immediately, hunters began search- 
ing for the thousands of fragments the 
55-foot-wide rock split into after entering the 
Earth’s atmosphere. Three feet of snow on 
the ground helped, said local collector Terry 
Boudreaux, marking entry points. 

Working with renowned meteor hunter 
Michael Farmer of Tucson, Ariz., who visited 
Russia in early March, North Shore resident 
Boudreaux bought the fragments donated 
to the Field, plus about three times as much 
material that is in his own collection. Without 
specifying what he paid, Boudreaux said pric- 
es on eBay for the rock, fueled in part by its 
fame, have ranged from $15 to $100 per gram.

HOUSTON A male student went on a stabbing 
spree at a community college in northwest 
Houston on Tuesday, injuring at least 14 
people, two of them critically, Harris County 
Sheriff Adrian Garcia said.

Garcia said at a news conference that an 
emergency call came in at 11:12 a.m. local 
time: “Male on the loose stabbing people.” 

A 21-year-old male, a student at Lone Star 
College near Houston, was detained. Police 
did not release his name.

Are you worried that the record you finally 
feel confident in will be the one no one 
likes?

Is that a personality trait that spills over into 
other aspects of your life?

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Rising stars Quiara 
Alegria Hudes and Tarell 
Alvin McCraney debut 
world-premiere plays

Two rising young playwrights from very dif- 
ferent backgrounds find their paths crossing 
in Chicago this week through the prestigious 
Joyce Awards, which provide $50,000 grants 
to support new works by artists of color. 

Philadelphia native Quiara Alegria Hudes, 
a 2009 Joyce Award winner who wrote the 
script for Tony Award-winning musical “In 
the Heights” and went on to win the 2012 Pu- 
litzer Prize for “Water by the Spoonful,” de- 
buts “The Happiest Song Plays Last” at the 
Goodman Theatre. 

The drama—which features Jibaro (tradi- 
tional rural Puerto Rican) music played on- 
stage by Grammy Award nominee Nelson 
Gonzalez—explores the intertwined experi- 
ences of a Puerto Rican activist in a crum- 
bling Philadelphia community and her cous- 
in Elliot, an Iraq veteran making an action 
film in Jordan as the 2011 Egyptian Revolu- 
tion breaks out. “Happiest Song” is the final 
stand-alone play in a trilogy about Elliot that 
includes “Water by the Spoonful” and “Elliot: 
A Soldier’s Fugue.” 

Across town, Steppenwolf ensemble mem- 
ber and 2010 Joyce Award recipient Tarell 
Alvin McCraney, whose 2010 trilogy “The 
Brother/Sister Plays” moved Chicago Tribune 
theater critic Chris Jones to say he was “with- 
out question, the hottest young playwright in 
America,” returns with “Head of Passes,” a 
drama that recasts the biblical book of Job in 
Louisiana with Job as a woman whose birth- 
day party is derailed when a hurricane strikes 
and family secrets come to light. 

McCraney, who was raised in a Miami 
housing project by a drug-addicted mother 
who died of AIDS when he was 23, went on to 
graduate from DePaul University and the Yale 
School of Drama, was a writer in residence at 
the Royal Shakespeare Company and is the 
winner of the inaugural New York Times 
Outstanding Playwright Award, the Whiting 
Award and many others. 

With both world premieres opening this 
week, we dropped in on rehearsals arranged 
by the Joyce Foundation and then met the 
playwrights to chat about their lives and 
work.

you can’t help but jump to your 
feet.

Her favorite way to get audi- 
ence feedback: | get a little ner- 
vous about going to the bath- 
room at intermission, so | will 
oftentimes send my husband or 
a friend to eavesdrop.

He didn't grow up listening to 
this music. But he really loves the 
way Nelson [Gonzalez] plays. It’s 
a guitar and a voice—that’s pretty 
universal. And the man’s got a lot 
of soul! [Laughs.] 


it anywhere. You could do “The

a carpet at North and Clybourn. 


On discussing the Bible at 
Steppenwolf: The funny thing to 
me was, | can talk about being gay 
in the theater—openlly. ... [But] we 
asked people [laughs] what they 
knew about the book of Job and if 
they were inspired by it. And you 
would see colleagues just clam up! 


On why he prefers writing plays 
to acting: Acting’s hard. | like it 
when | can see the audience; it’s 
like | can communicate with them. 
But when it’s a big-ass house, | 
gotta make sure everybody's 
communicating and then there’s 
somebody digging in their nose 
or texting and I’ve got to use all of 
myself to get in and it’s exhaust- 
ing. Whose fun is that?
